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Rockefeller engineering crisis

Nick Benton, Labor Party 
cundidate for governor, has 
accused Nelson Rockefeller of 
engineering the present 
world-wide economic crisis 

Benton, appearing on cam- 
pus for a conference with sup 


porters, said, “It will be the 
worst depression in 400 
years.” He added that one 


billion people will die this year 
because of the depression 

The United States Labor 
Party is building support on 
the basis of exposing 
Rocketeller’s control of inter- 
national finance and politics. 
The party believes that 
Rockefeller’s ultimate goal is 
to destroy the U.S 
government and establish one 
over which he has complete 
control 

Benton claims that Labor 
Party sources have proof that 
Rockefeller is the head of the 
Trilateral Commission. an 
organization of industrialists, 
bankers. and labor leaders 
who control international 
financing 

Among the commission's 
conspiritorial actions are the 
Middle East War, the oil 
crisis, Indian's aquisition of 
nuclear weupons, according to 
Benton 

The United States Labor 
Party is an organization 
dedicated to true Communist 
principles, said Benton. They 


believe that the official Com- 
munist Party of the United 
States is only very in- 
nocuousl y involved in develop 
ing programs of a true com- 
munistic nature. “They have 
no program, said Benton 
“We have a program which 
will bring together the wor- 
king people of the world and 
destroy the = international 
cabal which dominiutes 
the...world.”’

cists.” Listed among. this 
group are Mike Mansfieid 
Walter Mondale. Henry 


Jackson 
“Tt is the Democratic Party 
which is Rockefellers chosen 


instrument to establish fuscist 
economic programs in the 
U.S. Some of his leading 


agents (are) within the 
‘liberal’ wing of the Democ 
ratic Party.” 

Benton accused the 


Socialist Workers Party and 
other such organizations of be 
ing an arm of the CIA 
“Whenever we start gaining 
strength,’ he said, “the SWP 
suddenly makes a big push 

Benton believes that the 
current economic crisis was 
inevitable because the only 
motive of capitalism is profit 
He sees the cmsis as a 
demonstration of the 
untfeasibility of capitalism and 
an opportunity to establish a 
socialist system

The University Police 
Department reports a rash of 
stolen car-decal incidents. Ac- 
cording to Lt. Bill Huston 42 in- 
cidents have been reported for 
this semester Twenty-two ol 
the stolen decals were the 
green laminated type and 20 
were the black decals 

“There have been both 
forced entry and incidents 
where the car had been left 
unlocked. he said. “We 
suspect that just a few in 
dividuals have been stealing 
the decals out of cars and then 
selling them to students 

Huston claims that 
students buy the green decals 
so that they can get parking 
spaces Closer to Campus

We would like to warn the 
students not to buy decals 
from any source except the 
cushiers ollice. Huston said 
“Tt is illegal to possess any 
decal not sold from the office 
Also” he added. “Anyone in 
possessionot sucha ‘hot’ decal 
will be cited for using an 
unauthorized decal.” The fine 
for this misdeanor is $25 

Also anvone In possession 
ol a stolen decal could be 
charged with “possession ot 
stolen property 

Huston stressed that) the 
Umversity Police Department 
would like to be notified of in- 
upproaching 
students with stolen decals 
He advises that cars should be 
kept locked to prevent such 
thefts

For example. the milk 
board regulates the milk 
market the egg board 


oversees the egg market. the 
nee panel checks out the rice 
Situation 

According to Citizen Ac 
tion. these regulating boards 
actually stifle free 
competition while giving the 
consumer litthe choice in 
prices. This is because the 
boards have the power to con 
trol the market by stipulating 
how many acres of a certain 
crop may be planted 

By limiting production. the 
boards cun keep demand for a 


particular product high And 
when demand is high. so are 
prices 

Most of the boards ure 
populated with farmers 
producers. and wholesale dis 
tnbutors. all of whom have a 
direct interest in what they 
ure regulating. The reasoning 
of the state and federal ol 
ficials who placed them there 
is upparently that anyone with 
their foot in the door knows 
more about the situation than 
someone standing on the out 
side 

Another practice of the 
boards which Citizen Action 
opposes is the system of grad- 
ing various commodities 
Grade AA large eggs are sup 
posediy not quite as good, or 
expensive. as AAA large 
Citizen Action believes that 
this is au deceptive practice 
which attempts to spellbind 
consumers by muking them 
think they are getuing a 
superior product. as com 
pared with a normal grade 
Super Egg versus the average 
yolk in the fry pan 

In the future, as the Sac 
rumento area orgamzation 
grows in size. Citizen Action 
would like toconduct a survey 
of jocal doctors, comparing 
prices and services. Also 
pianned ure investigations 
into taxes and toys 

The membership fee for 
joining Citizen Action is $15. A 
free monthly news-letter is

Entering the north end of 
campus on Jed Smith Dnve. a 
drab green building may 
catch your attention. Never 
having attended classes there 
you may vaguely wonder what 
department it belongs to. The 
building is occupied by the 
Department of Fish = and 
Game 


It is being used as a field 
station. A field station works 
us a research unit. Part of the 
research may include testing 
Various tranquilizers” on 
animals by the biologists and 
pathologists who work there 


The station is divided into 
two portions—the inland 
fisheries branch and the 
wildlife management branch 
The wildlife branch is broken 
down again into food habits 
and disease of wildlife and 
pesticides investigations 


The field station works in 
un advisory cupacity to the 
gume wardens. The actual 
field work of planting fish and 
counting deer is performed by 
gume wardens in different 
regions. This particular field 
station advises Region 2 which 
consists of 17 counties. The 
regions are divided into 
wildlife protection, wildlife 
management. iniund fisheries 
munagement and en- 
vironmental services 


Part ot the duties of the 
field station is to handle con 
fiscated animals taken from 
iegaulowners. If the animai 1s 
not Capable of surviving in the 
wilds it is Caged until a space 
in a zoo is available. Or 
sometimes arrangements are 
made with certain individuals 
to convert the anmmal back to 
the wilderness 


Testifying in court cases 1s 
another service performed by 
the pathologists and biologists 
at the station. They must iden 
tify the hair, blood or meat ol 
poached animals determining 
whether the meat 1s lamb. 
goat, beef or deer 


The building was erected in 
1953 by the Dept. of Fish and 
Game on land leased from 
CSUS. However, CSUS has 
refused to renew the leuse for 
1975. Therefore, within the 
next year the field station will 
have to be moved to a new 
location. With limited funds. 
the prospect of moving is pos- 
ing au big and expensive 
problem for the Fish and 
Game Dept

Editors Note: This is the 
second in a series of three ar- 
ticles to cover specific 
allegations against President 
Bond. On Friday: Bond ex- 
plains overabundance of 
lavish offices in the Ad 
ministration building, hiring 
of more administrators, ap 
poaintment of ad hoc com- 
mittees without the Faculty 
Senate’ consultation, his con 
fromtation with the UPC, 
faculty lay-offs if the Full- 
time Equivalency is not met, 
changing the budget, and cen 


tralizing registration — this 
year. 
The scene is President 


Bond's office. He has just 
finished answering a series of 
questions on Faculty 
Evaluations. Present at the 
meeting are Greg Thatch, the 
Presidents’ administrative 
assistant, Norm Better, dean 
of students, and Hornet 
reporters Dave Miller and Jim 
Austin. 


Austin: I've some 
quotations of you (Bond); and 
I'd like to read it off, and I'd 
like to know if. 

Bond: What are you read- 
ing from” 

Austin: This is UPC's thing 
that they came out with 

Bond: Is that considered to 
be a factual document” 

Austin: No, that's why I 
want to read you the quote. | 
want to ask vou if it's an ac 
curate statement of your 
quotation, if it's quoted in 
context, and if it represents 
your policy nght now The 
quotation is, “There is an old 
saying around here by many 
people if you want to be 
promoted, all you have to dois 


grieve, and you'll get 
promoted. Well, this is not go 
ing to happen any more 
because when a gnmevance 


recommendation comes in, if 
people did not consider 
substantive evidence, if there 
were procedural problems or 
what have you, the cuse will go 
back to the department for a 
rehearing and the department 
will make the decision, not the 
president's office. ‘cause 
that’s where the decision has 
to be made, and they're the 
ones who'll have to live with it, 
not me. Youhavetolive with it 
daily; the decision will have to 
be made at the departmental 
level.” 

Thatch: That's correct. 

Austin: Does that represent 
your policy? 

Bond: That's exactly what I 
said, 

Austin: OK. One question I 
would like to ask is, does that 
not represent an abdication of 
administrative responsibility 
to oversee.. 

Bond: Not at all. 

Austin: what 
departments do? 

Bond: NO. My concern is to 
make sure that departmental 
procedures do reflect merit 
and are indeed evaluations. 
We donot dode novo personnel 
hearings in this office. Our job 
is to review and make sure 
that proper procedures have 
been followed. And this is why 
I am saying I am not going to 
do that for them. The 
department will bite the bullet 
and make those evaluations 
themselves. at that point, and 
I will not do that for them.

Austin: Does this mean that 
your only concern is that 
the letter of the rules have 
been followed. all the right 
amount of evidence has 
passed through their faces of 
the hearings, everything has 
been complied with? 

Bond: Yeah 

Austin: That the grievance 
committee is not to hear 
substantive disagreements, or 
substuntive issues taken with 
the departmental hearings? 

Bond: The gnevance com- 
mittee and the = grievance 
hearings are not de novo per 
sonnel hearings. They're not 
tocarry out merit evaluations, 
for instance, over again. They 


are to answer three basic 
questions. Isn't it that the 
question of whether the 


decision was arbitrary 
whether substantive evidence 
was ignored, or whether 
proper procedure’ was 
followed. 

Thatch: To the best of my 
knowledge, I'd want to reread 
the policy before I say that’s 
all 

Austin: Yes, well I ve read 
the pelicy too. On the question 
of whether it is arbitrary or 
not. that means whether a 
reasonable person — would 
make the samedecisions after 
looking at the evidence that 
the department's made then 
Right? OK. Do you see this as 
meuning that the grievance 
committee may look into 
substantive issues dealt with 


by the department. and 
reverse it” 
Bond: Only in terms of 


answering those three ques 
tions. Any one of those three

Austin: And if they do in

The pos 
sibility that) Franklin) may 
huve bought these bonds as a 
result of questionable 
relationships with the 
politicians sponsoring them 
doesnt seem to have been 
investigated 

In any event these 
securities are currently en 
joving a market value only 
slightly, higher than bonds is- 
sued by the last Czar of Rus 
sia. Yet another reading of 
what went on at Franklin 
inspires the thought that hun 
dreds of millions were lost on 
bad business foans. 

These could. conceivably 
have been sweetheart deals 
between borrower and lender 
or these bad loans may even 
have been made at the behest 
of the Federal Reserve Bourd 
itself. We know that in other 
instances Dr. Arthur Burns 
the Board s chairman. hus ad- 
mitted he has “encouraged 
(read © pressured’) banks to 
lend money to those 
notoriously highmsk. low 
vield enterprises called Real 
Estate Investment Trusts 

Nevertheless there is an of 
flicer of the United States 
government who is supposed 
to audit and = oversee 
nationally chartered banks to 
make sure they aren't allow 
ing theirgrc ed and foolishness 
to bring the roof down on them 
und us. His nume is James E 
Smith and he is and has been 
the Comptroller of the 
Currency for the last 15 mon 
ths. Nothing on the record 
shows that Mr Smith did 
anything about Franklin until 
it was belly up in red ink 

lt was then that Dr. Burns 
began moving hundreds of 
mullions into Franklin at sub 
sidized interest rates. Acall at 
the ime to the Board's public 
relations ofiice elicited the 
statement that we shouldn't 
worrs, that only high grade 
securities were being 
accepted as collateral for 
these monstrous loans. No, 
they said, it was unethical, 
illegal, improper, inap 
propriate and fattening to 
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reveal what even the general 
nature of this collateral might 
be. 

It turns out it was junk. The 
successor bank which wants to 
take over the remains of Fran- 
klin—with a $150 million 
government loan at subsidized 
interest’ rates—hus told the 
Federal authorities that they 
can keep most of it. thank you 
The new bank will pick 
through this trashcan of bad 
paper und pluck out the few 
decent loans left in Franklin's 
porttolio 

These gyrations weren t ex- 
ecuted to protect the small 
depositor, On the duy that 
Franklin went biup it had 
620,000 depositors, all but 6,000 
of whom were fully insured up 
to the $20,000 maximum by the 
Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation, Who were the 
other 6.000 with the interest 
bearing certificates of 
deposit, the ones who are be 
ing saved by this operation” 


We don't know. Rep. Henry 
S. Reuss (D., Wisc.) has been 
pressing a reticent Dr. Burns 
for the names. If they areever 
made public, in all likelihood 
they'll turn out tobe uninsured 
corporate accounts which 
have been receiving very high 
interest rates, probably 
around 14 percent. 


The reason that they do get 
such interest rates—unlike 
most of us with our small chec 
king accounts—is that they 
arent insured and are sup 
posed to be taking a nsk in put- 
ting so much money in the 
bank. The Federal Reserve 
however, wasn't created to 
suve corporations from the 
consequence of gambling to 
get high interest rates from 
unsound banks. By doing so 
Dr Burns has signaled com 
pumes everywhere to throw 
prudence out the window and 
play roulette, because all bets 
will be covered by 
Washington 


Now the last shocker. This 
mess of biodegradable bonds 
and uncollectable loans has 
been dumped on the Feder tl 
Insurance Deposit Cor 
poration, the agency that ts 
supposed to protect the small 
investor. To his honor and 
credit, the rumor in banking 
circles is that FDIC Chairman 
Frank Willie has fought a los- 
ing battle against Dr. Burns 
from the start. He lost and we 
lost because Franklin will cost 
the FDIC approximately two 
fifths of all the money it has 
been setting aside for years to 
cover small depositor loss in 
case of bank failure

WASHINGTON (AP) Ac- 
cording to high government 
sources, the withdrawal of 
Ted Kennedy from the 1976 
presidential race and the em- 
barrassing admissions made 
hy vice-presidential designee 
Nelson Rockefeller are part of 
a secret deal between the 
Republicans and the Democ 
rats 

Also included in the deal 
were Democratic 
Congressman Wilbur Mills of 
Arkansas and Betty Ford's 
breast 

According to the source. the 
deal was concluded in a 
deserted sub-basement of the 
Watergate apartments late 
lust) spring. when political 
leaders decided that the public 


wus gomg to demand the 
ouster of “unethical political

“Tt was straight quid pro 
quo. The Republicans set 
Rocky up to reveal in- 
volvement in tax evasion, 
“gifts (‘bribes’’) to public 
officials, and dirty campaign 
tuctics, in exchange for 
Kennedy's refusal to run in 
‘76,’ said the source. 

“The Democrats were 
really anxious to trade away

“The Democrats were 
willing to take it.” 

There was no confirmation 
or denial from either the 
Republican or Democratic 
parties

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Joplin film a disappointing rude rock concert

After viewing what I had 
expected to be an informative 
recollection of Janis Joplin’s 
career, I realized I had just sat 
through a 96 minute film that 
said nothing more than the 


average rock fan might 
already know 
Janis Joplin is an ugly 


figure in the new pop film, 
Janis. She is shown onstage 
spinning, wailing, jumping 
and screeching out her most 
famous songs. All of this is 
thrown in amongst less im- 
portant interviews with Janis 
that reveal nothing 

Songs are repeated time 
and time again on different 
stage locations Onstage, 
she's corny. horny and full of 
something. But whether it's li- 
quor or drugs she never lets 
the audience know 

From the time she steps on 
stage to the moment the show 
ends, Janis ‘isintoit. She con 
tinues to flop her hair in her 
eyes and gyrate her somewhat 
unattractive figure into Joe 
Cockerish positions. All of this 
occurs when she ts not singing 
Her band, mostly Big Brother 
and The Holding Company 
proceeds through many 
tumeless boogie passages 
whereupon large audiences 
fall asleep 

Big Brother along with the 
Kozmic Blues Band and Full 
Tilt Boogie Band shouldn't be 
known for their musical 
capabilities as much as the 
patience they obtained play- 
ing behind such a performer 

In the studio scenes with 
Big Brother, Janis won't shut 
up long enough for the oand to 
hear themselves She enjoys 
rapping to baad members 


even when aren't 
listening 

My main objection in this 
movie is the lack of material 
about Janis that Californians 
and other musicians might as- 
sociute with.

He claims to be a 
swinger. and Janis points out 
the viewers that Dick is wear- 
ing a pair of dumpy shoes. 

“Singing is like making 
love. For me it's so real, not a 
performance,’ says Janis in 
one interview. I'll have to 
agree with her, it was no per- 
formance 

Unlike the rest of the 
movie, the five minute ending 
is creatively invigorating. A 
montage of excellent. still 
shots of Janis, both young and 
old are mixed with the Kris 
tofferson piece, “Me = and 
Bobby McGee’ sung in the 
background by Janis 


In speaking with the 
producer of Janis after seeing 
the movie, Budge Crawley ex- 
plained how he went about 
making the film. Mrs. Joplin 
said to us, ‘If you can make a 
film of what Janis meunt to 
her fans, you can go ahead 
However you are still doing it 
at your ownrisk. We must like 
the film.’ She agreed, and 
after three years of un 
covering lost footage, we 
came up with a finished 
product.” 


Itseems to me that Crawley 
went to a lot of trouble ob 
taining footage for Janis. He 
should have looked closer to 
home, instead of producing so 
many European shots.
